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Schweiker Reagan's 
running mate choice

Ronald Reagan said today he would select Pennsylvania 
Sen. Richard S. Schweiker as his running mate if he wins the 
Republican presidential nomination. 
Reagan described Schweiker, with whom he said he has 
already met and discussed the issues, as “a man of independ­ 
ent thought and action with a background in business and 16 
years in public service. He is respected by his colleagues but 
he has not become a captive of what I call ‘the Washington 
buddy system.’ 
< 
“He has an awareness of the shotcomings of our foreign 
policy and the domestic threat posed by continuing the pre­ 
sent policies of inflationary deficit spending." 
Reagan said he announced his choice now because “the 
convention delegates should know well in advance who I 
would select as my running mate." 
The announcement could help Reagan make inroads into 
the heavily pro-President Ford Pennsylvania delegation. 
The 103-member delegation stands at 79 for Ford, 9 for 
Reagan and 15 uncommitted, according to the latest UPI 


count. 
Schweiker, 50, is considered a liberal Republican and was 
rated 85 per cent correct on legislation in 1974 from the 
liberal Americans for Democratic Action and only 16 by the 
conservative Americans for Constitutional Action. 
A member of the Senate 
intelligence committee, 
Schweiker recently has been a strong critic of the Warren 
Commission report, which said Lee Harvey Oswald <vas sole­ 
ly responsible for the assassination of John F. Kennedy. 
Aides to both Ford and Reagan are claiming a luijortty of 
the 30-vote Mississippi delegation. But everyone else ap­ 
parently must wait until the GOP convention next month to 
find out who’s right. 
Despite intense pressure from both Republican camps, the 
delegation voted Sunday to go to Kansas City uncommitted.

Ford says guard who shot 
intruder 'did his duty' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford believes a police guard “did his 
duty" in fatally shooting a pipe-wielding 
taxi driver after the man scaled the 
White House fence and ignored three 
orders to stop, an aide said today 
“The President sees no sign — based 
on what he knows of the incident — that 
the policeman over-reacted," press 
secretary Hon Nessen told reporters. He 
believes the officer "did his duty." 
Nessen said Ford has ordered the 
Secret Service to give him a full written 
report on circumstances surrounding the 
death of Chester Plummer Jr. 
He said the President was reading 
some papers when Plummer was fatally 
shot about 9:30 p.m. EDT Sunday after 
climbing a White House fence and runn­ 
ing toward the executive mansion bran­ 
dishing a three-foot steel pipe. Ford did 
not hear the shot, and got his information 


in two quick reports from his top Secret 
Service agent, he said. 
Investigators say they have found no 
motive for the actions of the 30-year-old 
Plummer, and the pipe he was carrying 
contained no explosive. 
"At this point, the President has been 
told the man was warned three times to 
stop, that he appeared to threaten a 
police officer with a piece of pipe that 
could have been a bomb, that the 
policeman had a responsibility to protect 
the White House and the President, that 
the policeman did his duty in accordance 
with his best judgment," Nessen said. 
Plummer died in emergency surgery 
at George Washington University 
?!ospital an hour and a half after the 
shooting 
A grand jury was to consider today 
whether the Executive Protective Ser­ 
vice officer was justified when he shot 


Plummer with his revolver at a point 
described by the Secret Service as a “lit­ 
tle less" than halfway to the White 
House 
A homicide sergeant described the 
man as a self-employed cab driver, 
“apparently a loner who was estranged 
from his family." He said police were 
puzzled about what motivated him to try 
to penetrate the well-guarded White 
House grounds. 
Neighbors at his last known address, a 
J135-a-month apartment in southwest 
Washington, described him as a well- 
mannered. athletic-looking man who 
paid his rent on time and then left 
without providing any forwarding ad­ 
dress. The building superintendent said 
he had no furniture except a television 
set. radio and record player, and he also 
recalled seeing a pair of old boxing 
gloves in Plummer s apartment.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen Richard 
Schweiker. R-Pa., told a news con­ 
ference today he was proud to be Ronald 
Reagan’s GOP vice presidential running 
mate and conceded hie was surprised that 
he was Reagan's first choice. 
Schweiker acknowledged that the 
team was a coalition of conservative and 
moderate wings of the Republican Party 
and said he thought Reagan’s choice of a 
running mate three weeks ahead of the 
convention demonstrates his boldness, 
candor and creative talent 
Saying he was “proud to accept Gover­ 
nor Reagan’s invitation to be his vice 
presidential running mate,” Schweicker 
denied that he had made any deals with 
the former California governor to 
deliver the Pennsylvania delegation and 
said the subject was not even discussed 
when he met with Reagan in California 
this past weekend 
He said he had been a com m itted Ford 
delegate from Pennsylvania but that be 
was sending a notice of resignation later 
today and would telephone Pennsylvania 
delegates to tell them his new position 


He said he was confident he could help 
Reagan in the vote-rich states of Penn­ 
sylvania, New Jersey, Delaware and 
New York. 
Most of Schweicker’s statements in a 
half-hour news conference and a 
prepared statement centered on the un­ 
ique manner in which Reagan selected 
his vice presidential candidate ahead of 
the convention. “I think this has caugit 
the Ford forces so offbase that they will 
really be in trouble." 
Schweicker said that when he. Sen. 
Paul Laxalt, R-Nev., and Reagan leader 
John Sears discussed the choice last 
Tuesday, he was prepared for the “old 
ball game" of proffering the vice 
presidential job to several candidates in 
order to woo delegate votes. 
Schweiker said he. "was literally 
stunned and shocked" to find out he had 
been singled out as the only choice. 
Schweicker would not be pinned down 
on issues except to say “I feel we can 
work together as a team. 
“Yes, it is a coalition, we make 
apologies for that."

(Editor’s note; This is the third in a series of articles in which 
freshman Lompoc City Councilmen Joe Valencia and Chuck Ward 
reflect on their first 100 days in office.)

Has the Lompoc City Council accomplished as much in these 
find few months as you think it should have? 
“Oh, yes,” said Joe Valencia. “I think we have attacked a lot of 
serious problems, social programs and items of interest to 
citizens/’ 
Chuck Ward was more reserved in his reply. “ I really didn’t 
know what the speed of the council was," he said. “ I suppose we 
have been a little slow, but it is with good reason. Most of the 
things we do that are important require public input and time to 
think about these things. 
“The only fast thing that happened was that street improvement 
thing that sneaked up mi me at that public meeting The man 
talked me out of paving his alley! It turns out he’d have to sell his 
property. That’s fine. He’s trying to sell it now anyway. I was 
fooled there. I don’t think the man deliberately misled me, but you 
can see that if a councilman has the wrong facts he can certainly 
stymie the white project. The rest of the council just went along 
with me in my mistake as opposed to arguing the point. I guess 
someone should have clarified it to me or maybe I should have 
listened more closely. So that’s why we have to go so darn slowly 
sometimes.” Ward said. 
Valencia supported his more optimistic viewpoint on council ac­ 
complishments by citing the Senior Citizen Center contract, 
“which we hope tcf have consummated in the near future.’’ 
He added. “ We’ve gotten involved in an adjustment to the ad­ 
ditional charges on the sewer plant. The contractor asked for ad­ 
ditional money, and some certainly was due to him, but we saved 
the citizens a lot of money by applying for additional grant funds. 
“We have selected the firm to help with the engineering on our 
new reservoir, one of the item s I had campaigned for during the 
election. The transportation program is also very important. We 
have undertaken a lot of good items of interest ami benefit to all,” 
Valencia asserted 
What is the most significant accomplishment to date? 
Ward said, “ The busing program. It has to work. I am surely im­ 


pressed with that. I think the staff will be surprised to find out how 
many people will use it. I have received more favorable comments 
on the buses than anything else. The most negative comment has 
been on the Central Avenue project, and how long it has taken to 
complete it.” 
Valencia feels the most significant accomplishment to date is 
the launching of the reservoir project. ” 1 feel that now with us go­ 
ing forward we are going to increase our water capacity, which 
will give us additional water protection in case of serious 
problems. 
“ We will have additional water for home and industrial use and 
it will put us in a better situation for water service,” he added 
Ward and Valencia differed in their answers as to whether the 
city’s priorities are the same now as they were during the election 
campaign 


“There is no difference," said Valencia. “The major problem is 
still utilities. People get pretty upset «ice a month at the city when 
they get their utility bills. I hope in future months, perhaps a year 
or so, we’U see some changes in the rates. We have lots of lawsuits 
against Pacific Gas and Electric. I hope there will be some happy 
compromises 
Ward commented, “ During the election everybody was talking 
about water and what the council was supposed to do about the 
situation. Now I don’t see this as an overriding concern. Someone 
else is taking care of it. We have our commissions and hopefully 
things are going to work out. The council doesn’t have to approve 
these ideas, and it strikes me that the council hasn't done anything 
so far as this priority goes. On the other hand, planning is very im­ 
portant and I gave very little thought to planning during the elec­ 
tion. Yet, we get an awful lot of calls from people who want to do 
something with their property that maybe they shouldn’t do or 
which, under the planning ordinance, can’t do. It hits them in the 
pocketbook. I guess people don’t see what a lack of water is going 
to cost them in the Valley. They figure there’s some way of getting 
it here and that we will solve it. When you think about it. the ‘we’ is 
the council.” 


Lagomarsino proposes limits on politicos 


Congressman Bob Lagomar­ 
sino has proposed legislation to 
limit future presidents to a 
single six-year te r m and 
senators and congressmen to 12 
consecutive years of service in 
either house 
Lagomarsino said the term 
limitation, which would take 
the form of a constitutional 
amendment, “will break up the 
seniority system in Congress 
and force legislators to get out 
into the real world once in a 
while." 
The presidential term limita­ 
tion. he said, will give chief ex­ 
ecutives time to fully imple­ 
ment their program while rem ­ 
oving the temptation to use the 
office for political ends 
“I’ve been thinking about this 
for some time, and following 
the latest disclosures of abuse 
of power in the legislative 
branch this seemed to me the 
best way to deal with the 
problem /’ he commented 
During the p ast several 
months, L agom arsino has 
criticized the system which 
allows individual congressmen 
to am ass large am ounts of 
power in the House and Senate, 
mainly through long term s of 
service. He blamed the system 
for fostering an atmosphere in 
which scandals such as the 
Wayne Hays a ffa ir could 
develop and said the term 
limitation seemed the best way 
to eliminate it. 
“The amendment would also 
guarantee diffusion of power by 


giving more members an oppor­ 
tunity for com m ittee chair­ 
m anships,” he commented.

Martin said scientists have 
calculated that Viking 1 landed 
only 22.5 miles from its Martian 
bullseye after a curving, 440- 
million mile journey from 
Earth. 
Viking l ’s life search begins 
Wednesday when the gold- 
colored digger will reach out 85 
inches, plow into the red Mar­ 
tian soil.scoop up a total of two 
ounces of dirt and deliver it to 
the open hopper of Viking’s 
three life detection instru­ 
ments. 
Acting in methodical slow 
motion, the robot then will ex­ 
tend its reach another five in­ 
ches and pick up a handful of 
soil for an instrument designed 
to look for organic molecules 
Still another scoop of soil will 
go into an inorganic chemistry 
analyzer 
Engineers had to wait until 
afternoon before pictures came 
back from the spacecraft con­ 
firming that it indeed had been 
repaired It showed not only 
that it had been done, but one 
shot showed the pin half buried 
in the Martian soil where it had 
fallen.

Harris said that only four out 
of 10 interviewed who said they

cent of the total electorate can 
be solidly placed in the Carter 
column.” Harris said 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Problems with Medicare and 
Medicaide are not so much the 
outright “ripoffs” but that their 
nature invites overuse and 
abuse, a federal health official 
said today 
“Overusage and abuse of the 
services probably involve more 
money than frauds." Thomas 
Tierney, head of Medicare, told 
a hearing by the Senate sub­ 
committee tm health. 
“What is the biggest ripoff 
you have had?" Sen. Robert 
Dole R-Kan . asked Tierney. 
“The ripoff part is not the big 
thing." Tierney said. “ Actual 
stealing of money, defrauding 
the government — that is not a 
financially significant item " 
He added later. “Our present 
system has over a period of 
years really become too com­ 
plicated ” 
David Mathews, secretary of 
health, education and welfare, 
told the subcommittee. "It 
would be very useful for the 
states to take a look at the fee 
schedule and the rationale 
behind it." Statewide fees “do 
not always meet the test of 
logic." he said.

Ford inching 
up on 1,130 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford is nine dele­ 
gates short of the number he 
needs to win the Republican 
presidential nomination on the 
first ballot, after Mississippi’s 
30-member delegation decided 
to stay uncommitted. 
UPI’s nationwide survey put 
Ford at 1.121 delegates, or nine 
short of the magic 1,130. Ronald 
Reagan had 1,057, and there 
were 81 uncommitted. 
There had been reports that 
Mississippi would switch its 
allegiance from Reagan to 
Ford, but at a caucus in 
Jackson Sunday, the 30 dele­ 
gates voted to remain uncom­ 
mitted until the Kansas City 
convention which begins Aug. 
16. 
The vote was viewed as 
evidence that the delegation 
believes neither Ford nor 
Reagan has yet locked up the 
nomination. 
Ford claims 1.135 delegates, 
or five more than the number 
needed, while the Reagan camp 
said they have 1,140. 10 more 
than needed. Obviously, both 
claims cannot be correct but 
neither side would publish a list 
of the delegates they claim. 
The counting of delegates 
varied widely, though all ac­ 
counts show Ford leading 
Reagan by at least 50 delega­ 
tes. The Washington Star gave 
Ford 1.128 to Reagan’s 1.064; 


The bill provides for loans 
and grants over eight years to 
help planning, programs and 
construction related to offshore 
energy activities.

Business output 
slows during spring 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Pro­ 
ductivity in the business sector 
of the American economy sl­ 
owed substantially in the spring 
quarter, rising only 3.6 per 
cent, the government said to­ 
day. 
The Labor Department said 
the m oderate advance in 
productivity — output per 
worker-hour — was less than 
half the first quarter rise of 7.5 
per cent. Nevertheless, the 
productivity increase was still 
a vast improvement over the 
1.6 per cent decline registrered 
in the fourth quarter of last 
year. 
The slowdown in productivity 
came as no surprise following 
last week’s Commerce Depart­ 
ment report on Gross National 
Product. Productivity usually 
slows when the overall rate of 
output in the economy eases. 
Last week’s GNP figures 
showed that the nation’s total 
output of goods and services — 
stripped of inflation — rose only 
4.4 per cent during April, May 
and June, a considerable 
dropoff from the first quarter’s 
9.2 per cent surge. 
The productivity figures deal 
exclusively with the private or 
business sector of the economy 
Statistics for government em­ 
ployes are not included since 


the Labor Department feels 
there is no accurate way to 
measure their output. 


The small increase in produc­ 
tivity came as a result of a 5_4 
per cent increase in output and 
a 1.8 per cent rise in hours, the 
department said. In the first 
«quarter, output was up 10 2 per 
«cent and hours rose 2.5 p^r cent. 
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Wats and someone in Beverly 
Hills." 
Gov. George D. Bus bee of 
Georgia said Medicaid has 
become a “runaway program." 
“The present Medicaid pro­ 
gram is the most complex, con­ 
fusing. duplicative, and ad­ 
ministratively wasteful system 
ever conceived by m an ." 
Busbee said. 
States should have more flex­ 
ibility to set the appropriate 
fees, and federal managers 
should stress cost control incen­ 
tives and set up some way to 
control overuse of the services, 
be said. 


Busbee. who heads a task 
force of governors concerned 
with Medicaid reforms, said 
one big step needed is a "con­ 
solidation of the confusing 
bureaucratic nightmare — the 
plethora of agencies in HEW 
which attempt to run, rule, and 
regulate this program." 


That was good news to Sen. 
Herman Talmadge, D-Ga., who 
has a bill that would consoli­ 
date the two big health plans 
and some others into one ad­ 
ministrative unit, 


Talmadge said Medicare ami 
Medicaid could otherwise ab­ 
sorb every dollar Uncle Sam 
could provide.

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MDs say 
benefits 
of pill' 
outweigh 
the risks 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Despite an increased risk 
of blood clots and heart attacks in women using 
birth control pills, the death rate from the pill is 
lower than pregnancy itself, the American 
College of Obstetricians and Gynecologists says. 
The organization's recent technical bulletin, 
distributed to more than 18,000 obstetricians and 
gynecologists, said despite some recent con­ 
troversy, the benefits of oral contraception far 
outweigh its possible risks. ' 
One of the main points in favor of the pill, the 
bulletin says, is that the death rate from the pill 
is lower than from pregnancy itself. 
"No known contraceptive at the present time 
has a death rate comparable to that of pregnan­ 
cy." the bulletin said. 
The bulletin, a comprehensive compilation of 
the latest thinking on oral contraceptives, in­ 
cludes information on the pHl’s side effects, 
major complications and risk-benefit ratio. It 
also includes advice to physicians on matters 
like choice of dosage and patient counseling. 


The bulletin reports that an increased risk of 
thromboembolic diseases — blood clots — has 


been established with the use of the pill. Also, re­ 
cent studies have shown an apparent increase in 
the risk of myocardial infarction, or heart at­ 
tacks, in women taking the pill. 
The bulletin also warns that possible risks of 
birth defects may be increased in babies bom to 
women who became pregnant shortly after 
discontinuing use of the pill. It advises that 
women change to a different type of birth con­ 
trol after going off the pill, await the time when 
the regular menstrual cycle is re-established 
and then try to become pregnant. 
Women over 40 years old are especially 
susceptible to the possible dangers of pill use 
because of the increased risk of heart attacks at 
that age. However, such women are also more 
susceptible to complications in pregnancy, the 
bulletin said. 
The conclusions drawn in the bulletin earlier 
were submitted to the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration, wtich is drafting new labeling for oral 
contraceptives. 
The college is the largest national spokesman 
for obstetricians and gynecologists and is 
headquartered in Chicago.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - The 
state Commission on Teacher 
Preparation and Licensing will 
take up the case this week of 
Donald Parker, whose fifth- 
grade San Diego class wrote 
obscene letters to a state 
legislator as part of a civics 
project. 
Ten of Parker’s 42 students at 
the Sequoia Elementary school 
subsequently were ordered by 
the school district to write let­ 
ters of apology to state Sen. 
David Roberti. 
As a civics lesson, they were 
assigned to write to Roberti, 
protesting his vote on the state 
Coastal Commission. The chil­ 
dren somehow got the errone­ 
ous impression that Roberti’s 
vote would turn over public 
beaches to "special interests" 
and they would be closed 
The letters written by the 11- 


year-olds called Roberti “a 
faggot, a queer, a nerd, a dip— 
— ... a bitch" and "a big 
," 
among other things. 
Members of the Senate's 
Education Committee com­ 
plained to school officials the 
letters were "riddled with 
obscenities and dirty drawings, 
even extending to the en­ 
velopes." 
Parker said at the time that 
he had not read all the letters 
before mailing them although 
"I could have predicted that 
some of them would contain 
filthy language. 
"Except for the language this 
was a great experience for the 
kids. They were thrilled the 
legislators actually read their 
letters." 
The commission will review 
Parker's actions when it meets 
in Sacramento this week. 


SALT LAKE CITY (UPI) - 
Congressman Allan Howe, con­ 
victed of solicting sex from two 
police decoy prostitutes, lost 
three campaign aides during 
the weekend and came under 
heavy pressure to abandon his 
bid for re-election. 
Judy Barrett, Howe’s cam­ 
paign office manager, Roulhac 
Gam, campaign financial coor­ 
dinator, and Colby Smith, a 
campaign researcher, all re­ 
signed after the congressman 
was found guilty in city court of 
offering the two decoys $20 for 
sex. 
Top Utah Democrats asked 
him to drop out of the re- 
election race, as did two Salt 
Lake City newspapers. 
But the first-term Democrat 
told his remaining staff mem­ 
bers Sunday he would stay in 
the race and fight to clear his 
name in court. He has already 
appealed to the district court 
where he will automatically get 
a new trial. 
"Allan is more determined 
than ever to fight the charge 
and fight for re-election," said 
Mike Whitney, Howe’s press 
secretary and Utah office 
manager. 
“He knows he’s right on both 
counts. He knows he is innocent 
and had an unfair trial," said 
Whitney, who met with Howe at 
Snowbird Ski Resort, where the 
co n g ressm a n sp en t the 
weekend resting after his five- 


day trial. 
A jury of three women and a 
man found him guilty Friday 
and he was fined $150 by Judge 
Raymond Uno. 
Mrs. Barrett, Ms. Gam and 
Smith joined Eric Nelson, 
Howe’s first campaign mana­ 
ger, in abandoning the con­ 
gressman. Nelson quit a few 
days after Howe was arrested 
June 12 in the city’s red light 
district. 
Mrs. Barrett said she had 
been planning to quit for some 
time because of financial 
problems and the need to spend 
more time with her family. But 
she added that "it would be 
best" if Howe dropped out of 
the race. 
Ms. Gam and Smith said they 
wanted to take some time off 
before returning to school. But 
Whitney said he believed they 
were "prompted in some 
measure" by Howe’s convic­ 
tion. 
Utah's three other major 
Democratic office holders 
asked Howe to quit his re- 
election bid. 
The Deseret News, a newspa­ 
per owned by the Mormon 
Church, of which Howe is a 
member, predicted the state 
would be in for a "distasteful 
election campaign" if the con­ 
gressman did not drop out of 
the campaign. 
The Salt Lake Tribune said 
Howe should not only quit the 
race, but resign from office. 


Kenyans advised 
to flee to Uganda 


Religious déprogrammer 
begins year's jail term 


NAIROBI. Kenya (UPI) - 
Kenya has urged its citizens to 
flee for their lives from 
neighboring Uganda following 
another threat by President Idi 
Amin to launch a major war in 
East Africa. 
Amin coupled his warning 
against Kenya Sunday with an 
appeal both to the United Na­ 
tions and the 48-nation 
Organization of African Unity 
to intervene because the situa­ 
tion was a danger to world 
peace. 
The Uganda leader said an 
economic blockade by Kenya 
has left his landlocked country 
with less than a week’s supply 
of gasoline reserves. The 
Nairobi government denies tt 
has imposed a blockade. 
For the second time in as 
many days Amin threatened to 
attack Kenya. He said the 
deteriorating situation "may 
force Uganda to resort to 
desperate action." 
In a related develoment. a 
Kenya newspaper said today 
Amin narrowly escaped a 
weekend assassination attempt 
by soldiers who burst into his 
command post firing their 
weapons. It said he has been in 
hiding since then. 
As the dispute between 
Nairobi and Kampala wor­ 
sened. Kenya urged its citizens 
in Uganda — believed to still 
number several thousand — to 
flee for their lives “and not 
wait to be butchered by Uganda 
troops." 
The plea came from Kenyan 
Provincial Commissioner John 
Mburu. who said the govern­ 


ment was working around the 
clock "trying to save as many 
Kenyans still subjected to 
brutal murder in Uganda 
through every possible means." 
Kenyan sources claim nearly 
300 Kenyans in Uganda already 
have been killed by rampaging 
troops. 
Amin sent telegrams Sunday 
to U N. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim and OAU Secretary 
General WilHam Eteki saying: 
"1 call upon the U.N. and the 
OAU to verify the alarming 
situation which is threatening 
world peace and order by 
urgently sending fact-finding 
m issions to Uganda and 
Kenya." 


Kenya Foreign Minister Mu- 
nyua Waiyaki said Amin was 
"just looking for an excuse" to 
go to war and wanned: 


"If he attacks Kenya. Kenya 
will be bound to use all her 
energies to defend herself.” 


Amin accused Kenya of il­ 
legally halting more than 300 oil 
trucks bound for Uganda. 
Already most international 
flights have been canceled, in­ 
dustry has halted and private 
motoring has been banned 
although the army is believed to 
still have som e gasoline 
reserves. 


Last week Amin made a brief 
effort at rapprochement, say­ 
ing his troops "cannot possibly 
cross even an inch into Kenya." 


SANTA ANA. CaHf. (UPI) - 
A one-year jail term has begun 
for Ted Patrick, religious 
"déprogrammer" praised by 
his supporters for rescuing con­ 
fused youths from mental sl­ 
avery to strange cults and con­ 
demned by opponents as a 
vigilante trampling on freedom 
of religion and choice. 
"1 am going to jail for an 
honorable cause." said Patrick, 
46. of San Diego, as he sur­ 
rendered at the Orange County 
Jaii late Saturday night to begin 
serving terms for false im­ 
prisonment and probation viola­ 
tion. 
He said he would continue his 
controversial work when he is 
freed. 
Patrick worked with parents 
of youths who joined unusual 
religious groups, such as Hare 
Krishna, the Rev. Sun Moon’s 
Unification Church and "Jesus 
freak" cults. 
Patrick and the family take 
youths away from the group to 
an isolated place, often a motel 
room guarded by sturdy male 
relatives, where he could 
preach and argue with them for 
hours to convince them they 
had been brainwashed into ac­ 
cepting false doctrines 
Patrick contended the youths 
had been "psychologically kid­ 
naped." bringing misery to 
their families, and he was 
rescuing them. Supporters, in­ 
cluding many parents who 
recovered their children, ar­ 
gued that the youths had been 
pressured into joining the 


groups by intensive indoctrina­ 
tion in isolated settings — 
"programming" — and the 
same tactics were needed to 
■"deprogram" them. 
They said the cults often 
require devotees to surrender 
all their possessions and cut off 
all ties with families and other 
nonbelievers. 
Cult leaders and others ac­ 
cused Patrick of kidnaping and 
denying the youths — including 
many over 18 and hence, legally 
adults — freedom to choose 
their own religion 
He was twice acquitted, but 
drew a year’s probation on con­ 
viction in Denver of false im­ 
prisonment.

He was found guilty here of 
false imprisonment Ih thq 
“deprogramming’’ of a 19-year- 
old Hare Krishna devotee with 
the aid of her parents, who 
were fined $100 and given 30- 
day suspended jail terms 
In imposing a 60-day sentence 
for the local conviction and a 
one-year term few violation of 
the Denver probation. Munici­ 
pal Court Judge Logan Moore 
called Patrick a "vigilante" 
whose tactics violated freedom 
erf religion and could not be con­ 
doned

U.S. rally bounces Czechs 


MONTREAL (U P -) - The United 
States, rallying from a one-point deficit 
in the second half, scored 15 consecutive 
points to race away to an 83-67 rout of 
Czechoslovakia today to virtually wrap 
up the silver medal in the first ever 
Olympic basketball championship for 
women. 
The only way the U.S. could lose the 
medal was if Japan upset unbeaten Rus­ 
sia. which hadn’t lost a game in three 
years, in a game starting at 8 p.m. EDT 
tonight. The Russians are 5-0 and the 
Americans 3-2. 
After Czechoslovakia took a 53-52 lead. 
with 11:18 left in the game, Susan 
Rojcewicz scored on a short jumper 40 
seconds later to give the U.S. the lead for 
good 
Luisa Harris topped the Americans 
with 17 points with Nancy Dunkle adding 
14 and Patricia Roberts 10. Bozena 
Miklosovicova 
topped Czechoslovakia 
with 13 
The teams were tied at 37-37 at half- 
timd. 
Meantime, the U.S. men's track and 
field team, carrying on in fine fashion 
following its five medal performance of 
Sunday, successfully got all six of its 
entries through qualifying heats this 
morning in the 110-meter hurdles and the 
400-meter run. 
Leading all qualifiers in the 110-meter 
hurdles was Charles Foster of Durham, 
N.C., who had the best time of the morn­ 
ing of 13.68 seconds. Also moving into 


Wednesday’s semifinals were 33-year- 
old Willie Davenport, who won his heat 
in 13.70 seconds, and James Owens, who 
finished fifth in his heat. 
Davenport, the 1968 gold medalist in 
this event, is making his fourth Olympic 
appearance. The gold medal favorite is 
world record-holder Guy Drut of France, 
who was third in his heat. 
The United States also had the fastest 
qualifier in preliminaries of the 400- 
meter, and won each of the three heats it 
was in. Fred Newhouse of Baton Rouge, 
La., had the best time of the morning 
with 45.42 seconds, Herman Frazier ran 
the distance in 46.09 and Maxie Parks of 
Los Angeles in 46.12. 
Alberto Juantorena, the 25-year-old 
Cuban sugarcane cutter who won the 800- 
meter run Sunday, also qualified 
comfortably in his attempt to become 
the first man ever to complete the 400- 
800 double in Olympic competition. 
The quarter-finals of the 400 meters 
were scheduled for this afternoon. 
Two American girls won their heats in 
this morning’s qualifying for the 200- 
meter run. Chandra CheeseborOugh had 
a time of 23.17 and Debra Armstrong 
23.18. The best time of 22.75 was turned 
in by East Germany’s Renate Stecher, 
runnerup in Sunday’s 100 meters. 
Annegret Richter of West Germany, 
the 100 winner, also qualified for this 
afternoon’s quarter-finals by finishing 
third in her heat. The third U.S. entry, 
Brenda Morehead, pulled a leg muscle in 


the semifinals of the 100 and did not run 
today. 
Also on the schedule for later in the 
day was the pole vault, in which world 
record-holder Dave Roberts of Conroe, 
Texas, and former record-holder Earl 
Bell of Jonesboro, Ark.v had good shots 
at Medals. 
On a political note, the Soviet delega­ 
tion flatly denied a broadcast report that 
sprint star Valery Borzov had defected. 
“Borzov is in the Olympic Village,” a 
spokeswoman said. “The rumors are ab­ 
solutely false.” 
The Soviet denial followed a police 
statement that Borzov has not sought 
asylum. 
A defection that took place 17 years 
ago helped create an aura of drama to 
Sunday’s swimming program. On a night 
when she could have become the 
greatest woman athlete in Olympic 
history, Kornelia Ender had to settle for 
a sentinlentai journey to the past. 
Kornelia, through no fault of her own, 
failed in her bid Sunday night to become 
the first female ever to win five gold 
medals in a single Olympics. But she did 
have a 50-minute meeting earlier in the 
day with her maternal grandmother, the 
first time they had seen each other since 
Rosalae Lehmann defected from East 
Germany in 1959 and came to the United 
States. 
Mrs. Lehmann, accompanied by her 
second husband, gave Kornelia a 
bracelet and a necklace at their reunion 


and said later in a heavy accent, 
“Everything went very well. I said 
Guten tag, Kornelia,’ an she hugged me 
and I hugged her. I cried and she had 
tears in her eyes, too.” 
Then the emotionally spent, 66-year- 
old, white-haired lady went to see the 
historic race. 
“I wanted my granddaughter to win 
her race, to win the gold medal,” she 
said from her seat in the swimming hall, 
which had been obtained for her by 
Kornelia 
“But I wanted the United 
States to win also.” 
The race was the 400-meter freestyle 
relay, the final event on the swimming 
program, and after winning 11 of the 
first 12 races, the East German women 
seemed to have a lock on this gold medal 
as well. Kornelia, swimming the first 
leg, did her part by taking the lead, but 
15-year-old Jill Sterkel put the United 
States in front on the third leg and 
Shirley Babashoff protected the margin. 
It was the only gold medal for the 
American women swimmers, who cap­ 
tured eight of the 14 at Munich in 1972, 
and gave Babashoff a gold to go with the 
four silver she won here. Their time was 
a world record of 3:44.82. 
The success of the East German 
women helped their small country— 
about the size of Ohio—take the gold 
medal lead with 26 to Russia’s 25 and 
America’s 21. The Russians lead in total 
medals with 70, followed by the U.S. with 
56 and East Germany with 53.

U.S. spikers get gold 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Before anyone 
takes it as sour grapes, America’s girl 
swimmers want everyone to know they 
aren't a bit ashamed of their Olympic 
performances, even though East Ger­ 
many, led by Korneia Ender, nearly 
washed them out of the pool. 
For nearly a week the American girls 
watched as Ender and Company swept 
race after race even while they were 
scoring career best times. Was it 
frustrating they were asked? 
“No,” replied Shirley Babashoff, who 
competed in six races, won four silvers 
and finally a gold in the last event of the 
13-race competition. “ In almost*every 
case we swam our best times and as long 
as you do that you can't be upset if you 
lose. In fact, we feel pretty good about 


our showing.” 
The East German girls won 11 events, 
seven in world record time, ami were the 
big favorites to win the last race — the 
400 meter freestyle relay. Miss Ender, 
who had won four golds previously, 
seemed assured of her fifth gold in the 
event. A note of drama was provided 
when the American grandmother Ender 
hadn’t seen since infancy was brought to 
the arena for the windup program. 
But the Yank foursome of Kim Peyton, 
Wendy Boglioii, Jilt Sterkel and 
Babashoff ruined the show, so to speak, 
splashing to a world record 3:44.82 vic­ 
tory to avoid being shut out of a gold. 
“Obviously. I was pleased to help win 
the race,” said Boglioii, who has tried to 
go to school, work and practice for the 
Borzov rumors stilled 
MONTREAL (UPI) - Police said to­ 
day they had checked reports that Soviet 
sprinter Valery Borzov bad defected and 
were told by the Russian delegation at 
Olympic Village he was “still there and 
had no plans to defect,” 
“If he had defected we certainly would 
have had a request for protection or 
would have had a report about it,' said a 
spokesman for the Montreal police 
department. “We have had no such 
request and no such report.“ 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
said Sunday there were unconfirmed 
reports Borzov had defected. There were 
later rumors the Russian was on the way 
to Ottawa. Canada, apparently to ask for 
political asylym 
But a reporter for Sovietsky Sport, the 
leading Soviet sports newspaper, told 
UPI the reported defection “is laugha­ 
ble He had a drink with the boxing team 
in the Village tonight (Sunday) and when 


one of the boxers asked him why he was 
not taking vodka—he was sipping orange 
juice—Borzov replied, I still have the 
relay to run.’” 
Borzov, 26. 100 and 200-me ter sprints 
champion at Munich, placed third in the 
100 m eters Sunday and had been 
scheduled to compete in the 200 meters 
Monday but did not show up for the race, 
claiming he had been injured. 
“All I can say is that the CBC must 
have jumped to conclusions because they 
hadn’t seen him around,’’ a police 
spokesman said. “We checked with the 
Russian delegation at the Village and 
they told us he was still there and had no 
plans to defect ” 
Borzov was scheduled to run in the 400 
meter relay later this week, but before 
he can compete he must be examined by 
an official Olympic doctor to confirm he 
actually was injured when he dropped 
out of the 200 meters 


last year with the hope of competing in 
the Olympics. “But, in many ways I 
think the bronze 1 won in the 100 butterfly 
was as good as any gold won by the East 
Germans. They didn’t have to go through 
what I or any of the others on the 
American team did. We’re as proud as 
we can be with our performances here 
and we don’t feel we have to apologize to 
anyone." 
Most of the American girls were 
critical of the East Germans and said 
they would never go through what the 
Iron Curtain country girls do to win a gold 
medal. Thy were referring, of course, to 
the muscle building program that has 
left some of the German girls looking 
more like boys 
“I hope it never comes to that in 
America.” said Boglioii, who is retiring 
to help put her husband through law 
school 
“I wouldn’t want to see it happen,” 
said Sterkel. who is only 15 and will be 
back 
“I think the majority of girl swimmers 
in the world would reject it,” said 
Peyton 


“I wouldn’t want to go around looking 
like a guy,” said Babashoff 


Still, the East German girls were 
awesome no matter how they trained to 
do it, and Ender showed the way with her 
four golds and a silver. That’s the best 
any woman swimmer ever has done in 
the Olympics, including Debbie Meyer 
and Shane Gould, heroines, respectively 
of the 1968 and 1972 Games 


On the other side of the coin, the 
American men. led by John Naber, were 
even more impressive, winning 12 of the 
13 events. 27 of the total 35 medals 
available and setting 16 world records 


MONTREAL (UPI) - Mac Wilkins, 
who began throwing the discus only after 
an elbow injury ended a promising 
javelin career, and Edwin Moses, who 
just took up the intermediate hurdles 
seriously five months ago, have put seme 
gold in the U.S. track and field picture at 
the Montreal Olympics 
After being shut out of any medal in 
the 100-meter dash for the first time 
since 1928 and being blanked in the shot 
put for the first time since 1936, Sunday’s 
victories were particularly sweet. 
Moses, a 3.5 student in engineering and 
physics at Atlanta’s Morehouse College, 
set a world record of 47.64 seconds in the 
400-meter intermediate hurdles after 
Wilkins captured the discus at 221 feet, 
5^fe inches. 


“We wanted to win the gold, silver and 
bronze." said Moses. "We got two out of 
three.

The only concern ex­ 
pressed among observers here is that 
Drame's life may be in danger if 
Stevenson goes all out to end the rumors 
tHat the power and skill he showed four 
years ago in Munich might have faded. 
At 24-years old. Stevenson should be in 
the prime of his career and in training ses­ 
sions so far he appears to be in excellent 
condition. He dismisses the loss he 
sustained in Minsk last April at the hands 
of Russia’s Igor Visotsky with remarks 
like "all champions lose sometimes." but 
the skeptics remain. 


Visotsky is not representing the Soviet 
Uhion/here. Visotsky lost early in the Rus­ 
sian championships and the man who beat 
him was in turn beaten by 19-year old Vic­ 
tor Ivanov, who thus gained a berth on the 
Olympic team. Ivanov was an unimpres­ 
sive winner over East Germany’s Jurgen 
Fanghanel in his first match last week and 
today takes on Bulgaria’s rugged Atanas 
Souvandjiev with the winner advancing to 
the quarters. 
The United States has an inexperienced 
but game brawler in the heavyweight 
class. 21-year-old John Tate of Knoxville, 
Tenn. Up against an incredibly tough 
draw. Tate must make his way past 
Poland s Andrzej Biegalski in his first 
fight today, then, if victorious, meet the 
challenge of either Hungary or West Ger­ 
many to earn at least a bronze. Should 
Tate get that far. he would have the 
pleasure of Stevenson's company in the 
semifinals 
Tate will be trying to give the U.S. its 


eighth quarterfinalist today. Middleweight 
Michael Spinks, who got a first-round bye, 
took a walkover today against the no-show 
from Cameroon and became the seventh 
U.S. quarterfinalist and the only one to do 
it without raising a glove. 
Michael's older brother, fearsome light 
heavyweight Leon Spinks, gets his chance 
at a quarterfinal spot when he goes 
against the Soviet Union’s twotime Euro­ 
pean champion Anatoly Klimanov tonight. 


Light welterweight "Sugar" Ray 
Leonard made it through to the final 16 of 
his class when he banged out a unanimous 
decision Sunday night over England's 
Clint McKenzie earlier in the day, U.S. 
welterweight Clint Jackson registered a 
first round knockout after only 75 seconds 
against Haiti's Wesly Felix.

DEAR PO LLY — To save on buying containers for 
freezing foods, I wash and keep all empty waxed milk 
containers. After preparing food, I let it cool and then 
put in a carton and close tightly with masking tape. With 
a magic marker I write the name of the food and the 
date on the carton before putting it in the freezer Once 
food is frosen, the containers can be stacked sideways 
OT upright 
Also gallon plastic milk containers can be filled with 
water and frosen. This gives you plenty of ice for 
blanching foods for freezing or for extra ice to go in an 
ice chest. Slit the sides with a knife to get the block of 
ice out. Also, these plastic cartons can be cut in half and 
used for feeding or watering animals. —LOUISE.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
With the approach of helping 
parents rather than punishing 
them, federal and private agen­ 
cies plan advertising cam­ 
paigns this fall designed to jolt 
Am ericans into greater 
awareness of child abuse. 
One campaign, costing nearly 
$500,000, is a Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
project, and the other — a $10 
million public service cam­ 
paign — is sponsored by the 
National Committee for 
Prevention of Child Abuse, in 
conjunction with the Advertis­ 
ing Council of New York. Its 
main message is that child 
abuse is a serious national 
problem. 
The committee is a Chicago- 
based nonprofit organization. 
Both campaigns w ill "be 
very, very Theavy in the 
emotional sense; with a hard 
sell on child abuse,” said 
Leonard Lieber of Parents 
Anonymous, a voluntary 
organization that counsels 


abusing parents. 
Executive Director Brian 
Fraser said the national com­ 
mittee’s campaign is expected 
to run at least two years and in­ 
clude television, radio, news­ 
paper. magazine, billboard and 
public transportation ads. 
A sample ad in its campaign 
is expected to run at least two 
years and include television, 
radio, newspaper, magazine, 
billboard and public transporta­ 
tion. It is estimated I million 
children were abused and 
neglected last year "and at 
least 2,000 died needless, pain­ 
ful deaths." 
“ We believe that the public 
service announcements have 
been drafted in a manner to 
foster a nonpunitlve, non­ 
sensationalized community ap­ 
proach to a very complex 
problem,” Fraser said. 
HEW ’s ads say anyone can 
become an abuser of children, 
and abusing parents as well as 
their victims need help. 
One HEW radio spot planned 


for fall distribution is set in a 
hospital emergency room. 
A doctor asks a mother how 
hei* child was injured. "He fell 
from his high hair,” the mother 
replies. "But, Mrs. Evans — 
isn’t that what you said the last 
tim e?” says the doctor. 
The ad then refers to the 2,000 
yearly neglect and abuse deaths 
and says: “ So if you don’t think 
it’s a problem, perhaps you’d 
better think again.” 
Douglas Besharov. director 
of HEW ’s National Center on 
Child Abuse and Neglect, said 
the campaign is aimed espe­ 
cially at abusing parents in 
hopes of coaxing them to con­ 
tact community service agen­ 
cies for help. 
"The emphasis is on help 
rather than punishment, on the 
realization that the only way to 
help kids is to make a lasting 
change in the way their parents 
function." he said. 
"It would be a pretty strange 
society that gives up on 
parents.” 


Documents say Japan dissuaded 
MacArthur from military rule 


TOKYO (U P I) - Japanese 
leaders met secretly with 
General Douglas MacArthur in 
the days following World War II 
and persuaded him to abandon 
plans to assume direct m ilitary 
rule over the defeated nation, 
according to secret documents 
declassified Sunday. 
The 40,000 pages of docu­ 
ments released by the Japanese 
Foreign M inistry revealed 
meetings between MacArthur 
and high Japanese officials 
never disclosed to newsmen 
covering the seven-year Allied 
occupation after Japan’s sur­ 
render «in 1945. 
They contrast sharply with 
the American history book im­ 


age of MacArthur as the 
"Yankee Emperor of Japn" 
during his tour as high commis­ 
sioner of the Allied occupation 
forces. 
The paper said the last 
Japanese Foreign M inister 
Mamoru Shigemitsu met with 
MacArthur ip Yokohama 17 
days after the end of the war 
and persuaded him to drop a 
plan to put Japan under direct 
American m ilitary rule. 
MacArthur agreed to rule 
through the existing Japanese 
government after winning a 
promise that Japanese officials 
would carry out his orders. 
Among the papers was a draft 
of the proclamation MacArthur 


never issued 
It would have 
abolished the Japanese govern­ 
ment. put the country under 
Allied m ilitary rule and es­ 
tablished English as the official 
language. 
The newly declassified docu­ 
ments also showed that the 
famous visit of Emperor 
Hirohito to MacArthur six 
weeks after the war ended was 
suggested to MacArthur by 
another Japanese. Shigeru Yo- 
shida. who had replaced Shige­ 
mitsu as foreign minister. 
MacArthur was in charge of 
the Allied occupation of Japan 
from the war’s end until he was 
dismissed by President Harry 
S. Truman in April 1951.

Medeiras Ferreira said a 
policy of close ties with NATO 
was necessary because of Por­ 
tugal’s geographical location 
and the government’s opposi­ 
tion to Soviet-type com­ 
munism. 
"There is an effective link 
between NATO’s containment 
of Soviet influence and defend­ 


ing the transformation of 
Western European societies in 
the direction of democratic 
socialism.’’ he said. 
The new 33-year-old foreign 
minister's remarks appeared in 
an article published by the 
armed forces magazine Nation 
and Defense 
The Socialist leader said the 
priorities of the government 
will be centered on revitalizing 
the nation’s crippled economy 
and imposing an atmosphere of 
law and order.

We look upon the recent ap­ 
pointment of Barry Coughlin, 
practicing medical doctor and 
member of a local medical 
corporation to the board of 
d irecto rs of the Lom poc 
Hospital District with an ex­ 
tremely jaundiced eye.

Coughlin’s appointment to fill 
the unexpired term of Harold 
Thompson shows a close 
relationship to conflict of in­ 
terest. Medical doctors of the 
medical corporation, including 
the appointee himself, have 
staff privileges at the hospital 
which is owned and governed 
by the taxpayer. It is not un­ 
reasonable to believe that now 
the medical corporation has a 
vote on how the hospital 
should be m anaged and 
operated. 
We can readily understand 
the thought process that went 
into the selection of the 
medical doctor to replace Mr. 
Thompson. Certainly those

remaining board members 
believed that the medical ex­ 
pertise of the doctor would be 
v alu ab le in their m any 
m an agem en t and policy 
deliberations. On the surface, 
this sounds good. However, at 
the present time the hospital 
directors have all of the 
medical expertise they require 
for their management and 
policy decisions through the 
hospital’s chief-of-staff. 
The hospital chief-of-staff is 
selected from within the ranks 
of the medical staff. He has 
the responsibility to make the 
board of directors aware of 
m edical sta ff problem s, 
privileges and other matters. 
He brings recommendations 
from the medical staff to the 
board of directors for approval 
or disapproval. 
With a medical doctor now 
on the policy making level, it 
is not difficult to assume a 
conflict of interest could exist 
in more ways than one.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
FTC bow to big oil 


WASHINGTON - The Federal Trade 
Commission is supposed to protect the 
fMiblic from rigged prices. Yet it has 
aropped a case that its staff says would 
have brought down the prices of 
automobile accessories. 
The staff developed evidence that 
Amoco. Exxon, Sohioand Standard Oil of 
C a lifo r n ia 
w ere 
restraining competi­ 
tion. The four oil 
giants jointly own the 
A tlas Supply Co., 
which sells tires, bat­ 
teries and accessories. 
Through Atlas, the 
oil companies alleged­ 
ly w ere a b le to 
manipulate 
prices. 
They accomplished 
this, according to con­ 
fidential FTC memos, 
by restricting the dis­ 
tribution of Atlas accessories and keep­ 
ing them out of the hands of discounters. 
The FTC staff wanted to break the 
tight hold of the four oil companies on 
Atlas products. This would have in­ 
creased competition, resulting in “lower 
prices to consumers on the two largest 
volume products, tires and batteries,” 
states one confidential memo. 
Yet the FTC, despite the strong objec­ 
tions of staff investigators, refused to 
take the four oil companies to court. 
Instead, the FTC filed a "Part II” com­ 
plaint against the quartet. This was a 
cozy backroom procedure which permit­ 
ted the companies to conduct secret 
negotiations and to seek an out-of-court 
settlement without painful publicity. 
The closed-door negotiations dragged 
« 1 for several months, but the FTC staff 
was unable to bring the oil companies to 
terms. One FTC proposal would have 
made Atlas products available to in­ 
dependent wholesalers, who could then 
compete with the four oil giants for the 
business of retail dealers. 
Another proposal would have barred 
the four companies from assigning their 
chief marketing officials to serve 
- 
together on the Atlas board. The board is 
now dominated by the Big Four’s 
m arketing sp ecialists, who have 
developed and im plem ented an­ 
ticompetitive practices. 
But the oil barons, in the secrecy of the 
FTC backrooms, refused to cooperate. A 
confidential memo, summarizing the 
negotiations, reported bluntly: 
"The 
respondents’ final settlement offer in­ 
cludes only token concessions ... and 
would fail to prevent Atlas from continu­ 
ing to be a medium for collusion." 
Frustrated over the oilmen’s un­ 
willingness to compromise, the FTC 
staff broke off negotiations A sharply 
worded memo, signed by several high- 
level staff members, recommended that 
the FTC file a formal complaint in court 
to break up Atlas 
"On any scale,” declares the memo, 
"the anticompetitive aspects inherent in 
this combination outweigh any possible 
benefits ... Divestiture is an essential 
remedy,” 
But the FTC, like other regulatory 
agencies, is overrun by the lawyers and 
lobbyists of the corporations that are 
supposed to be regulated The commis­ 
sioners, their actions hidden from the 
public, refused to file suit against the 
four oil giants. 
This made the staff so angry that it 
recommended dropping the whole mat­ 
ter and the FTC voted to close the file on 
the case. 
Footnote: An FTC spokesman said he 
couldn’t comment. A spokesman from 
Atlas also refused to comment because 
of the case’s confidential matter. 
ARMY VS. INDIANS: Classsfied 


Army documents describe an attempt by 
the Army brass to take 757 areas from 
the Nisqually Indians. 
Ironically, the leader of this landgrab, 
Maj. Gen. Volney Warner, was a leading 
participant in the 1973 Wounded Knee 
crisis. 
There is even deeper irony. The land 
Warner wants is the former hunting 
ground of the famed Nisqually hero, 
Chief Leschi. He led the gallant Nisqual­ 
ly tribe in its last uprising against the 
Army in 1850. For his heroic but futile 
stand, Leschi was hanged by the Army. . 
Subsequently, the tribe was confined to 
a 4,700-acre reservation in Washington 
state. All but the 757 acres were grabbed 
by the Army in 1918. Now the Army 
wants the remaining Nisqually land for a 
training area and firing range. 
The classified documents show the 
Army wanted to expropriate the acreage 
in 1972 and 1973. The move was post­ 
poned, however, “ in view of the 
Wounded Knee controversy.“ The 
memo, signed by Maj. Gen. John Henlon, 
then commander of Fort Lewis, Wash., 
suggested: “ We should await a more 
propitious time.” 
Again this year, the Army Engineers 
in another classified memo cited the 
"controversial nature” of the takeover 
and postponed it "at this time.’' 
But General Warner of Wounded Knee 
fame has now assumed command of Fort 
Lewis. He not only wants to confiscate 
the Indian acreage but he wants to 
negotiate with federal officials rather 
than talk directly with the Nisquallys. 
The Indians have complained to us that 
they are being harassed, meanwhile, by 
the Army. They charge the Army has 
lobbed live artillery shells over their 
reservation, has buzzed Nisqually 
fishermen with helicopters and has in­ 
vaded the reservation in tanks and 
trucks. 
Footnote: General Warner confirmed 
to us that he wants the land but says the 
Indians' protests mean he probably will 
fail. He swears he has cut off artillery 
firing over the reservation. His tanks 
and trucks crossed Indian land only once, 
he said, during an emergency. He denies 
completely that his helicopters have buz­ 
zed the Indians

warfare.” 
and he replied "No, 
that's entirely up to 
them."

one can look at 
such a statement and 
re a d 
it 
into 
meaninglessness. That 
is achieved as follows. 
If blacks from the sur­ 
rounding areas or 
from within decide to use guerrilla war­ 
fare in Rhodesia, what could the United 
States do about it? Well, we could levy 
economic boycotts against the sponsor­ 
ing countries; but, obviously, we would 
not do that We could protest their ac­ 
tions in the United Nations, but that, by 
historical experience, is merely one 
more gesture in futility. 
Therefore, it is strictly correct that it 
is "entirely up to" people over whom the 
United States has no authority, to decide 
how they will effect what we are pleased 
to call the "liberation” of Rhodesia. 
Presumably they could drop atom bombs 
on Salisbury. 
But. obviously, Mr. Scranton wasn't 
saying something that ... obvious. If he 
had been, the Washington Post would not 
have run the big headline, "US Has No 
Objection/To Rhodesia Guerrillas.” He 
meant to say that we have no moral 
objections to the guerrillas, even though 
“ were going to go right on trying to do it 
(i.e. achieve the liberation of southern 
Africa) without violence “ 
One wonders whether Mr. Scranton's 
voice is truly the voice of America. Since 
I am 1/200 millionth of America, permit 
me to say that his is not my voice 
Let us. to begin with, make the distinc­ 
tions We are greatly involved in an in­ 
ternational campaign against terrorism. 
As recently as in the acceptance speech 
of Jimmy Carter, terrorism was 
denounced as inimical to the peace of the 
world Now what do you call it when 
guerrilla fighters at the service of 
Maoist revolutionaries slither over the 
frontier of Rhodesia from Mozambique 
and torture and kill black farmers in 
Rhodesia? 
This is the kind of thing that has been 
going on. and the killing of uninvolved 
citizens is terrorism, not guerrilla war­ 
fare — which is defined as killing armed 
representatives of the oppressor state, 
The North Vietnamese engaged in 
wholesale terrorism when the war 
against South Vietnam was launched, 
and their cruelty was universally 
denounced until it becam e more 
fash ion ab le to denounce arm ed 
resistance provided by Americans — in 
whose behalf Mr. Scranton now an­ 
nounces his indifference to terrorism in 
Africa. 


Again: Is it the official American posi­ 
tion that we are indifferent to terrorism 
provided it is conducted at the expense of 
white people? Or do we assume from Mr. 
Scranton’s comprehensive benediction 
that we object to it even if it is conducted 
at the expense of black people? 


And two matters of definition. Are we 
to accept the position that the removal of 
power from the white minority in 
Rhodesia constitutes the “ liberation" of 
the majority? In order to do this, one 
needs thorough indoctrination in 
newspeak. Operating in the United Na­ 
tions. Mr. Scranton is perfectly situated 
to take a cram course designed to make 
words mean something other than what 
they mean, but others of us have a 
responsibility to preserve the tablets. 


Finally, what exactly do we mean by 
"southern Africa." the term used so 
loosely by Mr. Scranton? If he means 
that the .United States is indifferent to 
guerrilla warfare carried on against 
South Africa, a country whose govern­ 
ment we recognize, he should perhaps 
give Congress a ring and inform it that 
we are indirectly subsidizing terrorism 
in South Africa. Scranton knows that his 
words have more than a purely platonic 
relationship to the course of events in 
Africa 
Indeed he said that our 
credibility would depend on “ our help 
and abetment in the liberation of 
southern Africa." Maybe we ought to 
have some liberation of our own from 
politicians who casually commit the 
UniLxJ States to endorsing terrorism 
abroad

Generosity at the 


taxpayer's expense 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) -In addi­ 
tion to being the Bicentennial, 1974 is the 
190th anniversary of the birth, and 140th 
anniversary of the death, of one of the 
free man’s legendary sons Col. David 
Crockett of Tennessee. Though he is 
remembered today mostly and exces­ 
sively as a woodsman (he once killed 105 
bears in nine months) 
and as a aolider (he 
died at the Alamo), it 
may be instructive 
now to also recall that 
he was a statesman 
who served three 
terms in Congress. 
Admittedly, 
C rockett’s 
perfor­ 
mance in the House of 
Representatives pas­ 
sed almost entirely 
without memorable in­ 
cident. He was a man 
of raw and limited intellect, never com­ 
fortable in the pomp of Capitol Hill. Still, 
as we are reminded by one of his latter- 
day colleagues. Democratic Rep. Ron 
Paul of Texas, the colonel left us with at 
least one political tale as delicious as any 
adventure he lived 
According to Paul, who gets his infor­ 
mation from the Foundation for 
Economic Education, the story began in 
the early 1830s while Crockett was 
stumping his state for re-election. Com­ 
ing upon a farmer plowing his fields, the 
colonel introduced himself as "One of 
those unfortunate beings called can­ 
didates," but before he could finish his 
pitch the farmer cut him off. The man 
recognized Crockett, and advised him 
not to waste his time: "1 shall not vote 
for you.” 
Crockett was stunned and begged the 
. farmer for edification. 
“ Well,” said the voter, "though ITive 
here in the backwoods and seldom go

from home, 1 take the papers from 
Washington and read very carefully all 
the proceedings of Congress 
TTien, 
specifically, he mentioned the time 
Crockett had cast a vote to appropriate 
$20.000 to help some residents of 
Washington who had been made 
homeless by a large fire. 
Crockett admitted guilt but replied 
that his was a charitable act. involving a 
relatively insignificant sum of tax 
mooey, of which nobody in a great and 
rich country should complain. Yet the 
farmer was unimpressed with the ex­ 
planation. "It’s not the amount,” he 
said, "It’s the principle,” for it was not 
his understanding of the tax disbursing 
responsibilities granted lawmakers by 
the Constitution. 
The fanner said he was not unmindful 
of the unfortunate. To the contrary, his 
concern was with the unfortunate. "Tax­ 
ation.” he said, "reaches every man in 
the country, no matter how poor he may 
be. and the poorer he is the more he pays 
in proportion to his means So you see 
that while you are contributing to relieve 
one, you are drawing it from thousands 
who are even worse off than he.” That is 
not democracy. That is not even good 
sense It is dangerous precedent. 
Relief was certainly necessary for the 
fire victims, the farmer added, but not 
with money Congress had no right to 
give. "The people have delegated to 
Congress ... the power ... to collect and 
pay monies, and for nothing else.*’ If the 
representatives were truly sympathetic 
with the fire victims, and truly honest to 
the Constitution, the voter concluded, 
they would 
have raised contributions 
from their own pockets. 


Crockett was touched, enlightened and 
astounded at his own ignorance And he 
never forgot the farm er’s simple 
eloquent plea for fiscal responsibility. 
According to the story, he returned to 
Congress a more farsighted man. And 
some years later, when the House was 
debating an appropriation for the relief 
of the widow of a popular naval officer, 
Crockett rose quickly to the occasion. 


He said he could not let his respect for 
the deceased lead him into an act of in­ 
justice to the living. He repeated the les­ 
son he learned from the farmer. Then, 
calling himself the "poorest man on this 
floor,” he said he would contribute a 
week’s salary to the widow if every other 
member did, and that would settle the 
matter 


Of course it did not settle the matter. 
These years later we know that Congress 
annually spends one erf every three tax 
dollars on matters of charity. And 
probably should. Yet in this bicentennial, 
at a time when we are concerned with 
government as seldom before, we might 
do well to remember that when Davey 
Crockett asked Congress to contribute 
their own money to a decent cause, not 
one of them responded.

Conventioner 
with a cause 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - National' 
political conventions are giant trade 
fairs. 
John Gardner was at the recent 
Democratic national meeting from Com­ 
mon Cause. Not to boost Jimmy Carter 
— Gardner is a Republican. But, with a 
bevy of assistants numbering between 
400 to 500 Common 
Cause members at the 
Convention from all' 
over the nation, whip 
them into a concerted 
50-state campaign to 
g e t through two 
measures Gardner is 
pushing now — bills 
that would require 
detailed reports by 
lobbying organizations 
and thorough financial 
disclosures by con­ 
gressmen. 
The Gardner campaign was as 
organized as Carter’s. Each Common 
Cause member was to make it personal­ 
ly clear to his congressman that he was 
expected to work to get these bills out of 
committee unscathed and vote for them 
on the floor. Each senator was to be 
pressured on the financial disclosure 
bill, the lobbying measure having passed 
that chamber. 
Congressmen up for' election were to 
be told that if they did not cooperate, 
their lact of effort, or their negative vote 
would be used against them publicly in 
the campaigns this fall. 
Gardner and his group have a powerful 
lever in that several hundred of the 
delegates and alternates, many political­ 
ly prominent at home, and numbers of 
the candidates and their wives, are Com­ 
mon Cause members, including Mrs. 
Jimmy Carter and her husband 
Whether or not the Gardner-Common 
Cause effort will succeed is another mat­ 
ter. Members of Congress have been 
notoriously coy about revealing their 
financial holdings, their legal clients and 
incomes in detail — and it is likely in the 
minds of most observers I’ve talked to 
that the financial disclosure bills will re­ 
main s talle d in co m m itte e or 
emasculated before they reach the 
House and Senate floors. 


The same fate may be in store for the 
publidty-for-lobbyists bill in the House, 
though there’s a little more hope here in 
that the measure did get through the 
Senate. 


But Common Cause was not the only 
group offering wares at the convention. 
Also pressing their special interests 
were the Labor Coalition. National 
Amnesty Council, Black Leaders 
Democratic Caucus, Italian American 
Committee. Right to Life, Gay Rights 
Caucus, New Democratic Coalition, 
National Organization for Women, 
Americans for Democratic Action, the 
Ralph Nader organizations, National 
Abortion Rights Action League, Energy 
Action Caucus, United Farm Workers, 
Machinists, American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Employes, 
Longshoremen, Electrical Workers, 
National Education Association and the 
Friends of Animals, Inc. (advocating a 
boycott of tuna.) 


A hookers group was on the fringe. 


Though the Democratic presidential 
nomination had been sewn up well before 
the convention, a bevy of men and 
women were there establishing a bate 
for future years. 


Jerry Brown of California was cam­ 
paigning for Brown, building contacts 
and setting alliances virtually until the 
last delegates headed for home — mote 
than a day after Carter had received the 
formal votes, the nomination and the 
Brown oath of allegiance. 


Mo Udal!'s withdrawal, his releasing 
of delegates pledged to him and his per­ 
sonal pledge to become a Carter worker 
were as much a plea for Udall votes at 
the convention as a concession of defeat. 


But Brown and Udall were not alone. 
The lobbies of the convention hotels were 
filled with candidates for almost every 
conceivable office, future candidates and 
those desiring to move up in the party 
structure, each seeking to make his 
name known to those in power and to 
others who might be useful in the future. 


In short, it was a typical convention
